No man is apparently too poor to be ox- 
ploited, and .thoro-is no form of exaction, 
Lowaver ‘nienn and contemptible, to which 
the inspectors and sorvants of tho Sanitary 
Department will not stoop. a

~ If a contractor. attempts to resist theee 
exactions he is ruited, and in order to 
retain his businoss, he is forced to submit. 

A caso has come hi:fore the -Commissjan 
where a man of somo standing had tho 
courage to refuse to: bé blackmailed, and 
has beon left alone by the inspectore, but 
another man_of Jess position has . been 
driven out: oF businers; os “his work was 
not passed without payment of bribes. 

It was very evidont that tho fear of.tha 
sanitary officials was in matiy cases’ very 
real, and tho witnesses. only gavo evidence 
when they found tha Commission was 
already in porsession of sufficient facts to 
. prove that they knew the full dotajle of 
the particular caso they were investigating. 

To iustrate this fear which oxisted, n 
well-to-do Chinaman after having been ro- 
peatedly assured by the Commission that 
ts would receive full protection were it 
required, did in tho end leave the Colony 
under threats of violence from one of 
the inspectors, consequently becoming 
bankrupt, losing # rémunvrative business. 
Repeated nssurancea of protection 
personally given to this man in bis 
native village have.as yet fuiled in inducing 
him to return to this Colony, whore his 
further evidence was required by the Com- 
mmission, Tho Commissioners have, as your 
Excellency witt sev from the evidence taken, 
investigated a number of cases of reported 
extortion on tho part of members of the 
Government service, and, whore possible, 
havo followed the jnquiry up to a poiat 
where wa have considered ourselves justi- 
fied in specially roporting to the Govern- 
ment, 

Some witnesses have been before ua who 
however have denied all knowledge of the 
reported casos of bribery, and it was our 
intontion to havu returned to this part of 
the ‘inquiry . later.’ We felt, howovor, 
that this is impossible and haying 
completed our inquiry a to’ ‘tho 
first part of our Commission, wo morely 
finished cxaminihy into stich cases as had 
already been in part gone into, and which 
seemed to offer a speedy termination to our 
investigations, é 

There aro, however, a number.of other 

“cases which have been reported to us ine 
formally, with which we havo been quite 
unable t deal ; also. other methods of 

‘ corruption, which we hare not had time to 
investigate fully, but which appear to us 
to require consideration, 

The most noticeable of theso is the 
payment by the Government of 40 

‘cents to contractors such as Sam In 
for opening up and closing holes made 

“in tho conereta flourings’. of untive 


; houses, while theso wero boing inspected, | 


A numbor of bills baye been productd 
; Showing that considerable sums havo been 
paid on certificates signed by certain of tho 
-sanitary inspectors that this work had 
actually been carried out by the contractors 
in question, 

As a matter of fact, accounts certified 
; by inspectors havo been produced before 
the Commission calling for payment for 
certain floors which it is alloged have been 
opened and ropaired by Sam Iu, while 
witnesses have appeated before us who 
havo stated that the floora have in some 
:eases not been opencd at all, while others 
lagain have been opened and repaired by 
these same witnesses, 

A careful investigation of this matter 
might we think demonstrate that consider- 
rable corruption has existed in this direction. 

The Commissioners, howover, feel that 
their work must.bo brought to a close, and 
that if is impossible for them to continue 
indefinitely investigating cases which it 
would pet are practically interminable. 

Tho Commissioners, in conclusion, wish 
to express their thanks for the, assistance 
rendered thom in this inquiry by tho 
majority of the officials to whom they havo 
applied for information, and. also to the 
public at large.
